ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS) 
Granted Price Increase 


Effective October 20, 1986, the ERIC Document Reproduction Service 
(EDRS) was granted a small price increase. The change is based on increases 
in the costs of providing the service. 


The cost of microfiche obtained via annual subscription was increased 
from $.075 per fiche to $.078 per fiche (a three mil per fiche increase). The 
cost of microfiche obtained via on-demand order was increased from $0.75 
cents per title (1-5 fiche) to $0.78 cents per title. The cost of reproduced paper 
copy was increased from $1.80 per 25 page increment to $1.85 per 25 page 
increment 


The last EDRS price change occurred in October 1984 and was a 
decrease based on competition. The new prices are still 15-20% below the 
pre-October 1984 levels.

Availability in microfiche only 
may be determined by the source, for proprietary or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for 
reasons related to legibility and reproducibility. The price per document is based on the 
number of pages and is subject to change over time. An ERIC Price Code Schedule 
permits the user to convert all price codes to actual dollar amounts.
